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REPORT,  1887. 


The  estimated  population  of  the  City,  calculated  on  the  rate  of  increase 
between  1871  and  1881,  was  592,991,  or  113'8  per  acre,  being  the  most 
densely  populated  City  in  Great  Britain.  Manchester  comes  next  with  a 
rate  of  87'9,  then  Glasgow  85*8,  and  London  56  per  acre. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  14,006,  of  which  222  were 
of  residents  outside  the  City,  being  87  more  than  in  1886,  but  543  below 
the  average  of  the  last  ten  years,  notwithstanding  the  increase  of 
population.

The  death  rate  (23*6)  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  and  was  2*6  per 
.1  1,000  less  than  the  average  rate  for  the  last  ten  years  (1877  to  1886), 
:i  and  5*7  less  than  the  average  rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  (1867  to 
J  1876). 


The  death  rate  for  1886  was  23*7. 

The  deaths  from  Zymotic  causes  amounted  to  2,672,  being  460  more 
d  than  in  1886,  but  187  below  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years. 
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The  increase  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  was  principally  due  to 
the  prevalence  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  during  the  first  half  of 
the  year,  and  of  Scarlatina  during  the  latter  half. 

But  for  the  increased  number  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  over

those  of  1886,  the  death-rate  would  have  been  equal  to  22*8  per  1,000. 
The  deaths  from  the  principal  Zymotic  diseases  during  the  years  1886 
and  1887,  with  the  average  rate  of  the  previous  ten  years,  are  set  out  in

The  number  of  births  during  the  year  was  18,414,  being  1,145  less 
than  in  the  previous  year.  This  great  decrease  of  births  cannot  be 
accounted  for  by  local  causes  only,  though  there  is  no  doubt  a  tendency 
on  the  part  of  the  younger  portion  of  the  population  to  migrate  into  the 
suburbs ;  but  the  decrease  is  general  over  the  whole  country,  according 
to  the  Registrar  General,  who  states  in  his  Report  “  that  the  rate  for 
1887  was  lower  than  in  any  previous  year  since  1888,  when  birth 
registration  was  undoubtedly  defective,  and  was  2*6  below  the  mean 
annual  rate  in  the  ten  years  1877-86.”  The  greatest  decrease  has 
occurred  in  the  large  towns,  where  the  local  conditions  are  different,  and, 
in  many  cases,  quite  the  opposite,  as  between  London,  Brighton, 
Liverpool,  Salford,  and  Leicester.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 


The  want  of  proper  accommodation  for  infectious  cases  has  been  very 
much  felt  during  the  year.  Owing  to  the  structural  alterations  being 
made  in  Netherfield  Hospital,  but  few  patients  comparatively  could  be 
sent  there,  the  hospital  in  Brownlow  Hill  affording  the  principal  and  only 
other  accommodation  until  October,  when  the  Vestry  Clerk  sent  notice 
that  the  Scarlatina  Wards  were  full,  and  no  more  cases  could  be  taken  in* 
The  Hospitals  Committee  then  made  arrangements  for  the  transfer  of 
Fever  patients  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Parkhill,  thus  relieving  the 
pressure  on  the  Brownlow  Hill  Hospital,  and  making  further  provision 
for  Scarlatina  cases.  During  the  year  there  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles, 
which  assumed  larger  proportions,  and  was  more  fatal,  owing  to  the  want 
of  proper  means  of  isolation. 
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SMALLPOX. 

During  the  year  28  cases  of  Smallpox  were  reported,  and  all  of  them 
were  taken  to  Parklhll  Hospital.  As  a  further  illustration  of  the 
liability  of  Liverpool  to  the  importation  of  disease,  the  following  cases 
shew : — 

On  June  17th  the  s.s.  Macedonia  arrived  from  the  Mediterranean, 
having  one  of  the  crew  ill  with  Smallpox,  who  was  immediately  removed 
to  hospital.  Another  of  the  crew  landed  with  the  disease  in  the 
incubative  stage,  and  sickened  a  week  later  at  8,  Slade  Street.  This  man 
subsequently  infected  three  other  members  of  the  family,  all  of  whom 
were  removed  on  the  first  day  of  illness  to  hospital  before  any  eruption 
appeared.  The  disease  was  thus  stamped  out,  and  no  further  cases 
occurred. 


FEVER. 

Under  the  designation  of  Fever  are  included  all  deaths  from  Typhus, 
Typhoid,  continued  Fevers,  and  Febricula.  The  total  number  of 
deaths  from  these  causes  was  194,  being  four  less  than  in  the  previous 
year,  and  188  fewer  than  the  average  of  the  preceding  ten  years.  Of 
the  above  130  were  certified  to  be  enteric,  and  52  typhus ;  the  remainder 
being  returned  as  Fever,  Febris,  Febricula  and  Remittent.  The 
unenviable  notoriety  of  Liverpool  as  a  home  of  Typhus  is  being 
gradually  removed  by  the  efforts  of  the  Corporation  in  demolishing 
insanitary  property,  and  opening  out  the  crowded  parts  of  the  City,  but 
the  inflammable  material  still  exists,  as  shown  by  the  following  series  of 
cases,  which  might  be  multiplied  if  it  were  thought  necessary,  and  it  is 
only  by  constant  supervision  and  removal  of  the  sick  to  hospital  that  the 
disease  is  kept  in  check. 

On  May  7tli  a  man  named  Logan  died  in  a  cellar  at  23,  Menai  Street, 
the  real  nature  of  the  illness  not  being  suspected,  and  death  was 
attributed  to  that  form  of  disease  which  the  symptoms  most  closely 
simulated.  It  was  only  after  a  careful  investigation  by  Dr.  Hope  into 
circumstances,  which  subsequently  arose,  that  the  true  nature  of  the 
disease  was  discovered. 
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Logan’s  children,  girls  aged  from  9  to  14  years,  had  been  ailing  for 
some  time  before  the  father  became  ill,  and  this  fact,  coupled  with  the 
circumstance  that  sweets  were  sold  in  the  cellar,  may  account  for  the 
presence  of  a  number  of  young  girls,  who  lived  in  the  neighbourhood, 
and  who  attended  Logan’s  wake  from  May  7th  to  10th,  some  of  them 
actually  remaining  a  whole  night  in  the  cellar.  Eleven  of  the  girls  and 
one  adult,  who  had  been  attracted  to  the  cellar,  contracted  the  disease, 
and  in  due  course  communicated  it  to  the  inmates  of  their  respective 
homes.  It  must  be  stated  that  Typhus  fever  in  children  is  often  very 
obscure  and  mild,  presenting  none  of  the  features  which  render  it  so 
formidable  in  adults,  thus  the  difficulty  of  tracing  the  sickness  was 
considerably  increased,  and  the  disease  was  able  to  obtain  a  hold  upon 
the  district. 

Within  two  months  after  the  wake  was  held  on  Logan’s  body  fifty-one 
cases  of  Typhus  were  removed  to  hospital  from  Menai  and  the  neighbouring 
streets,  and  there  is  no  doubt  a  number  of  cases  escaped  observation,  as 
there  were  occasional  outbreaks  reported  in  the  same  district  for  a  few 
months  afterwards.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  constant  supervision  and 
seeking  out  for  the  sufferers,  who,  when  discovered,  were  immediately 
removed  to  hospital,  there  is  every  probability  that  the  disease  would 
have  spread  over  a  large  area  with  epidemic  virulence. 


SCARLATINA. 

This  disease  assumed  an  epidemic  character  during  the  Autumn  of  the 
previous  year,  1886,  and  was  very  prevalent  during  this  year,  there 
being  2,006  cases  reported,  of  which  444  were  removed  to  hospital,  and 
1,562  not  removed.  The  number  of  deaths  was  821,  or  16’0  per  cent,  of 
reported  cases. 


MEASLES. 

There  was  a  severe  epidemic  of  Measles  during  the  year,  no  less  than 
4,518  cases  being  reported,  and  of  which  99  only  were  removed  to  hospital. 
There  will  always  be  a  difficulty  in  controlling  this  disease,  owing  to  the 
principal  sufferers  being  children  of  tender  years,  who  require  the  atten-

tion  of  their  mothers  ;  hut  still  there  should  be  some  hospital  provision 
for  children  who  dwell  in  lodging  -  houses,  milkshops,  places  of 
business,  &c.,  from  which  there  is  every  probability  of  the  disease  being 
disseminated. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  661,  or  14*6  per  cent,  of  the  cases  reported. 

The  School  Board  kindly  adopted  the  suggestions  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  not  to  press  the  attendance  of  children  in  the  outlying  districts 
of  the  town,  or  in  any  part  where  they  are  given  to  understand  that  the 
epidemic  of  Measles  is  rife.  They  also  suspended  throughout  the  City 
any  proceedings  in  respect  of  children  under  six  years  of  age  who  were  not 
in  attendance  at  school. 

It  was  thought  desirable  to  close  only  one  school,  and  then  solely  on 
account  of  the  absence  of  a  very  large  number  of  children  suffering  from 
the  disease.  Being  an  infant  school  in  a  very  poor  neighbourhood,  there 
was  very  little  prospect  of  obtaining  assistance  from  the  parents  in 
notifying  sickness  in  their  homes,  or  isolating  the  ailing  ones,  and 
consequently  there  was  no  alternative.  The  Managers  of  the  school 
(St.  Augustine’s  Infant  School,  Great  Howard  Street)  readily  complied 
with  the  notice,  and  rendered  very  efficient  service  in  limiting  the  spread 
of  contagion. 


DIABRHCEA. 

After  a  very  cold  and  dry  spring  the  weather  became  suddenly  hot 
early  in  June,  giving  for  that  month  a  mean  temperature  of  61*2,  or  5*1 
above  the  corresponding  month  of  the  previous  year.  In  July  the  mean 
temperature  was  63'2,  and  in  August  60*6,  falling  at  the  beginning  of 
September  as  rapidly  as  it  rose  in  June,  giving  a  mean  temperature  for 
the  month  of  54*1,  or  2*6  lower  that  in  the  corresponding  month  of  1886. 
Summer  Diarrhoea  made  its  appearance  earlier  than  usual,  showing  its 
close  relationship  with  a  high  temperature,  and  declined  earlier  with  the 
decreasing  heat  of  September.  The  number  of  deaths,  chiefly  infants, 
was  619,  being  an  increase  on  the  years  1877,  79,  81,  82,  83,  and  85, 
but  lower  than  in  1878,  80,  84,  and  86. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  deatli-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
and  the  number  of  deaths  from  Fever  and  Diarrhoea  during  the  last 
twenty-two  years  : —

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During  the  fifty-two  weeks  of  the  year  1887  (terminating  on  Saturday, 
December  31st,  1887),  the  Returns  of  the  Local  Registrars  recorded  18,414  births 
and  14,006  deaths  within  the  City;  the  numbers  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  the  previous  year,  1886,  were  19,559  births  and  13,919  deaths. 

Of  the  births  9,462  were  males  and  8,952  were  females,  making  the  total 
Birth-rate  of  the  City  equal  to  3 LI  per  1,000  ;  the  average  of  the  previous  ten 
years  being  36 '5.

DEATHS. 

Of  the  14,006  deaths  7,140  were  of  males,  and  6,866  of  females;  5,873 
occurred  in  the  Parish,  and  8,133  in  the  Out-townships. 

The  Death-rate  of  the  City  was  equal  to  23*6  per  1,000.  The  average  of  the 
previous  ten  years  was  26 ‘2  per  1,000. 

The  following  table  shows  the  actual  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the 
Parish  and  Out-townships  previous  to  the  transference  to  the  districts  from 
whence  the  patients  were  removed,  of  the  deaths  occurring  in  the  Workhouses 
and  Hospitals.  The  Death-rate  of  the  Parish  was  equal  to  30*8,  and  that  of  the 
Out-townships  to  20'2  per  1,000  of  the  population.

From  the  returns  made  as  to  the  residences  of  persons  dying  in  the  Work¬ 
houses  and  Hospitals  of  the  town,  we  are  able  to  classify  2,012  of  the  deaths  in 
these  establishments  under  the  Wards  from  whence  the  patients  were  removed, 
viz.  : — 425  under  Scotland  Ward,  105  under  Vauxhall  Ward,  48  under  St. 
Paul’s  Ward,  76  under  Exchange  Ward,  273  under  St.  Anne’s  Ward,  77  under 
Lime  Street  Ward,  3  under  Castle  Street  Ward,  21  under  St.  Peter’s  Ward,  65 
under  Pitt  Street  Ward,  87  under  Great  George’s  Ward,  74  under  liodney 
Street  Ward,  91  under  Abercromby  Ward,  238  under  the  Out-township  of 
Everton,  92  under  that  of  Kirkdale,  170  under  West  Derby  Ward,  77  under 
North  Toxteth  Ward,  and  90  under  South  Toxteth  Ward.  This  will  leave 
unclassified  136  deaths  of  persons  whose  previous  residences  were  either 
unknown  or  not  specified  ;  and  these,  in  the  absence  of  definite  information, 
have  been  placed  in  the  Wards  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  total  deaths  ; 
and  222  who  were  residents  outside  the  City. 
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The  results  of  the  alterations  occasioned  by  this  re-arrangement  of  the  deaths 
in  the  wards  and  districts  will  be  shown  in  the  following  table,  from  which  a 
calculated  rate  of  mortality  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  inhabitants  has  been 
made.  The  rates  are  calculated  upon  a  population  increasing  or  decreasing  in 
the  same  ratio  as  between  1871  and  1881,  and  may  not  be  correct  as  regards 
the  Wards,  but  will  approximate  the  true  rate  of  the  whole  City.

The  deaths  of  Infants  below  five  years  of  age  amounted  to  6,218, 
and  thus  comprised  4 4' 4  per  cent,  of  the  whole  deaths  ;  the  average  number  for 
the  preceding  ten  years  was  6,658,  and  the  average  percentage  45*7.  The 
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deaths  of  Infants  below  one  year  of  age  amounted  to  3,420,  or  18*6  per  cent,  of 
all  the  children  bom  within  the  City,  died  before  attaining  the  age  of  twelve 
months. 


The  first  of  the  following  tables  shows  the  districts  where  Infantile  Mortality 
was  relatively  and  absolutely  greatest,  the  second  table  illustrates  the  influence 
of  age  on  the  death-rate  of  the  City,  and  the  third  table  places,  in  one  connected 
view,  the  pathological  history  of  the  death  registry.

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ZYMOTICS. 

This  class  of  diseases  occasioned  2,672  deaths  during  the  year  1887,  and 
accounted  for  19'1  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality  within  the  City  during  the 
same  period.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  ten  years  was  2,859,  and  the  percentage  death  rate  for  1887  was  0'5  per 
cent,  less  than  the  proportional  rate  of  zymotic  deaths  to  deaths  from  all  causes 
during  the  preceding  decennial  period.  The  following  table  shows  the  localities

FEVER. 

Fever  accounted  for  194  deaths  within  the  City  of  Liverpool,  or  for  110  in 
the  Parish  and  84  in  the  Out-Townships,  being  a  decrease  of  4  on  the 
previous  year.  (The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the  preceding  ten  years 
was  327.)  The  rate  of  its  mortality  was  equal  to  0-3  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population.  Its  percentage  rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes  was  1  *3  during 
the  first,  1*2  during  the  second,  L5  during  the  third,  and  L5  during  the  fourth 
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quarter  of  the  year.  Its  annual  rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes 
was  L4  percent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from  zymotic  causes  73  per  cent. 
Its  deaths  included  111  males  and  83  females;  51  persons  below  the  age  of 
15,  71  between  the  ages  of  15  and  30,  and  72  above  the  age  of  30. 

Under  the  term  Fever  every  form  of  continued  fever  is  included  ;  but  the 
registers  of  deaths  attribute  1  case  to  gastric  fever,  97  to  typhoid  fever,  32 
to  enteric  fever,  1  to  remittent  fever,  52  to  typhus,  4  to  fever,  3  to  febris,  and 
under  that  of  febricula  4  deaths. 

The  following  tables  are  in  themselves  sufficiently  explanatory.  The  first 
compares  the  averages  of  deaths  from  fever  during  the  preceding  ten  years 
with  those  during  1887 ;  the  second  and  third  tables  show  the  districts  of  the 
town  and  the  periods  of  the  year  in  which  all  forms  of  continued  fever  were 
most  fatally  prevalent;  the  fourth  marks  in  streets  the  habitats  of  the  disease, 
and  the  remaining  tables  the  occupations  and  positions  of  its  victims.

SCARLATINA. 

Scarlatina  accounted  during  the  year  for  321  deaths,  or  for  89  in  the  Parish 
and  232  in  the  Out-Townships.  (The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the 
preceding  ten  years  was  424.)  The  rate  of  its  mortality  was  equal  to  0’5 
per  1000  of  the  estimated  population.  Its  rate  relatively  to  deaths  from 
all  causes  was  2 '3  per  cent,  in  the  first  quarter,  1*4  in  the  second,  2*0  in 
the  third,  and  3*7  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year;  its  annual  rate  relatively 
to  all  deaths  was  2*7  per  cent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from  zymotic  causes 
14*3  per  cent. 
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The  first  of  the  following  tables  gives  a  statistical  history  of  the  mortality 
of  Scarlatina  during  the  year  1887  ;  the  second  is  a  record  of  the  streets  of 
the  City  wherein  two  or  more  deaths  occurred  from  that  disease.

TUBERCULAR  DISEASES. 


This  group  of  diseases  includes  Phthisis,  Scrofula,  Tabes  Mesenterica, 
and  Hydrocephalus.  They  occasioned  1,606  deaths  in  the  City  of 
Liverpool  during  the  year  1887,  of  which  627  occurred  in  the  Parish,  and 
979  in  the  Out-Townships.  (The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the  preceding 
ten  years  was  1,929).  The  death-rate  was  2*7  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  popula¬ 
tion;  their  percentage  death-rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes  was  11 ‘5.

These  show  that  the  average  number  of  persons  suffering  from  Continued 
Fever  (including  therein  Typhus,  Typhoid,  and  simple  Continued  Fever)  at 
one  time  in  Hospital  during  the  year  1887  was  36,  and  their  percentage 
Death-rate  was  18'6.  The  average  number  of  cases  of  Scarlatina  at  one 
time  in  Hospital  during  the  year  was  33,  and  the  percentage  Death-rate 
was  9 '9.  The  average  number  of  cases  of  Measles  at  one  time  in  Hospital 
during  the  year  was  7,  and  the  percentage  Death-rate  was  10*9.  All  Small 
Pox  cases  belonging  to  the  Parish  were  treated  in  the  City  Hospital,  Park 
Hill.

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LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  Health  Committee  have,  since  the  passing  of  the  Sanitary  Act,  1866, 
ruled  that,  as  far  as  possible,  all  registered  lodging-houses  should  have  a  day 
apartment  for  the  accommodation  of  their  lodgers,  and  that  all  houses  where 
single  rooms  were  occupied  by  day  and  night  should  be  registered  as  sub-let. 
The  space  required  for  a  night  lodger  in  a  registered  lodging-house  is  300 
cubical  feet,  while  the  space  in  a  sub-let  house  for  each  adult  is  350  feet. 

There  were  on  the  register  902  lodging-houses  at  the  end  of  1886,  and 
885  at  the  end  of  1887.  This  difference  was  occasioned  by  the  removal  of 
263  old  licences,  and  the  addition  of  246  new  ones.  The  visits  to  lodging- 
houses  are  both  by  day  and  night.  The  lodging-houses  of  the  better  class,  and 
especially  those  provided  with  only  single  beds  for  each  person,  and  only  with 
the  number  of  beds  equivalent  to  the  number  of  lodgers  allowed,  are  not 
visited  at  night  except  on  grave  suspicion  or  on  complaint,  or  in  the  case  of 
foreign  emigrant  lodging  houses.  The  night  visits  are  pretty  nearly  restricted 
to  the  low  districts  and  tramp  houses.  The  number  of  day  visits  paid  during 
the  year  was  38,292,  and  the  night  visits  5,574.  The  number  of  lodging- 
houses  found  overcrowded  on  the  night  visits  was  32,  the  number  of  informa¬ 
tions  laid  for  breaches  of  the  bye-laws  was  76,  with  the  results  of  fines  in  74 
cases  to  the  extent  of  £16  Is.  6d.,  in  sums  varying  from  Is.  to  10s.  and  costs. 
The  number  of  lodging-houses  found  dirty  was  181  ;  notices  were  served  to 
lime-wash  and  cleanse. 

It  is  necessary  frequently  to  visit  houses  which  are  not  licensed  either  as 
lodging  or  sub-let  houses,  especially  when  emigration  is  brisk  or  at  race  times. 
There  were  2,146  such  visits  paid  during  the  day,  and  in  31  of  the  cases  where 
suspicion  was  confirmed  they  were  followed  up  by  night  visits.  A  tenant 
harbouring  lodgers  is  not  taken  before  the  Justices  for  the  first  offence,  but  is 
noticed  to  apply  to  have  his  rooms  measured  and  licensed.  There  were  202 
such  notices  issued  during  the  year,  but  in  only  12  cases  did  the  tenants  refuse 
to  comply;  they  were  brought  before  the  Justices  and  fined.  A  bye-law 
requires  that  every  case  of  infectious  sickness  in  a  lodging-house  should  be  at 
once  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  24  cases  of  fever  and  1  case 
of  small-pox  occurred  in  lodging-houses  ;  in  20  of  the  cases  the  patients  were 
at  once  sent  to  hospital,  the  remaining  5,  being  members  of  the  keepers’ 
families,  were  not  removed ;  4  of  these  latter  died.  In  all  cases  of  fever  or 
infectious  disease  the  bedding  was  removed  to  the  disinfecting  apparatus, 
and  the  rooms  purified  and  cleansed ;  in  the  cases  where  the  patients 
remained,  the  licenses  to  receive  lodgers  were  suspended  by  the  Medical 

p 
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Officer.  No  lodger  died  from  fever  or  small-pox  in  a  registered  lodging-house  ; 
but,  not  including  the  cases  of  fever,  there  were  99  deaths  from  non-contagious 
diseases  in  lodging-houses,  of  which  62  belonged  to  the  keepers5  families  and  37 
were  lodgers. 


SEAMEN’S  LICENSED  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  Corporation  have  made  bye-laws,  with  the  sanction  of  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  for  the  licensing  of  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses,  under  the 
Merchant  Shipping  (Fishing  Boats)  Act,  1883.  section  48,  wdiich  enacts  that 
“  The  Sanitary  Authority  within  whose  district  any  seaport  town  is  situate  may, 
“  with  the  sanction  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  from  time  to  time, 
“  make,  revoke,  alter,  and  amend  bye-laws  and  regulations  relating  to  Seamen’s 
“  Lodging  Houses  in  such  town  which  shall  be  binding  upon  all  persons  and 
“  bodies  keeping  houses  in  which  seamen  are  lodged,  and  the  owners  thereof, 
“  and  persons  employed  therein.  Such  bye-laws  and  regulations  shall,  amongst 
“  other  things,  provide  for  the  licensing  of  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses,  the 
“  inspection  of  the  same,  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  same,  the  publication  of 
“  the  fact  of  a  house  being  licensed,  the  due  execution  of  the  bye-lawrs  and  regu- 
“  lations,  and  the  non-obstruction  of  persons  engaged  in  securing  such  exeeu- 
6(  tion,  the  preventing  of  persons  not  duly  licensed  holding  themselves  out  as 
“  keeping  or  purporting  to  keep  licensed  houses,  and  the  exclusion  from  licensed 
“  houses  of  persons  of  improper  character,  and  sufficient  penalties  for  the  breach 
u  of  such  bye-laws  and  regulations  not  exceeding  in  any  case  the  sum  of  fifty 
“  pounds.  All  offences  under  such  bye-laws  and  regulations  shall  be  deemed 
“  to  be  offences  within  the  Merchant  Shipping  Acts,  1854  to  1883,  and 
“  be  punishable  accordingly.” — And  on  the  written  application  of  the  keeper 
of  any  registered  common  lodging  house  or  registered  lodging  house,  made  in 
such  form  and  stating  such  particulars  as  the  Council  require,  the  Council  will, 
if  they  see  fit,  grant  to  such  keeper  a  license  authorizing  him  to  designate  his 
registered  house  a  Seamen’s  Licensed  Lodging  House. 

During  the  year  9  applications  were  received,  7  of  which  were  granted. 


SUB-LET  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  sub-let  Houses  on  the  Register  at  the  termination  of  1886 
was  20,756  ;  the  number  registered  during  1887  was  1,131,  making  the  total  on 
the  Register  on  the  31st  December,  21,887.  The  number  of  visits  paid  during 
the  night  was  17,827,  and  duiing  the  day  113,625,  with  the  result  of  finding 
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1,795  rooms  overcrowded.  In  addition  to  overcrowding,  the  offence  (though 
not  punishable  in  sub-let  houses)  of  permitting  males  and  females  not  married 
to  occupy  the  same  room  comes  under  the  notice  and  is  entered  in  the  books 
of  the  Inspectors.  There  were  748  rooms  thus  indecently  occupied  by  1,083 
males  and  1,308  females,  besides  having  also  in  these  rooms  446  children 
between  the  ages  of  3  and  12  years.  The  character  of  the  indecent  occupation 
may  be  judged  of  from  the  following  facts  : — In  392  instances  one  man  and  two 
women  were  found  in  the  same  bedroom;  in  230  instances  two  men  and 
one  woman  ;  in  forty-seven  instances  two  men  and  two  women  ;  in  forty-two 
instances  one  man  and  three  women  ;  in  twenty-one  instances  three  men  and 
one  woman  ;  in  two  instances  two  men  and  three  women  ;  in  eight  instances 
one  man  and  four  women ;  in  one  instance  four  men  and  one  woman  ;  in 
two  instances  three  men  and  two  women;  in  two  instances  three  men  and 
four  women  ;  and  in  one  instance  four  men  and  two  women. 

Informations  were  laid  against  1,406  chief  tenants  for  permitting  over¬ 
crowding  in  rooms,  with  the  following  results:  — 1,298  fined  Is.  and  Is. 
costs;  4  fined  Is.  6d.  and  Is.  6d.  costs;  3  fined  2s.  and  2s.  costs;  1  fined 
2s.  6d.  and  Is.  costs;  67  fined  2s.  6d.  and  2s.  6d.  costs;  10  fined  os.  and 
4s.  6d.  costs;  1  fined  10s.  and  4s.  6d.  costs;  making  a  total  of  fines  levied 
during  the  year  of  £153  8s.  Od,  Of  the  remaining  22  cases,  14  informations 
were  withdrawn  and  8  acquitted,  the  tenants  having  abated  the  overcrowding. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

6,153  visits  have  been  made  to  Bakehouses  during  the  year.  591  Bakehouses 
were  found  dirty,  and  notices  were  served  to  limewash  and  cleanse  them.  4 
notices  were  served  to  remove  stagnant  water,  and  4  to  remedy  defective 
drains.  All  notices  were  complied  with. 


LICENSES  FOR  CATTLE. 

During  the  year  1887,  5  applications  were  made  to  the  Health  Committee 
for  licenses  to  keep  cows  ;  4  of  the  applications  for  keeping  27  cows 
were  granted.  There  are  at  present  465  shippons  licensed  to  keep  5,721 
cows.  59  of  the  shippons  previously  licensed  have  been  transferred  to  fresh 
tenants. 
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9  applications  were  made  during  the  year  to  keep  pigs  in  styes  separate 
from  and  unconnected  with  shippons  ;  1  of  the  applications  for  keeping  6  pigs 
was  granted.  The  total  number  of  premises  or  styes  now  licensed  in  the  City 
is  49  for  keeping  163  pigs. 


CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACT,  1878. 

This  Act  and  the  Orders  issued  under  it  by  the  Privy  Council  were  referred 
to  the  Medical  Officer  to  carry  out,  in  conjunction  with  the  Veterinary 
Inspector,  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  the  Meat  Inspectors. 

On  the  1st  October,  1886,  the  Meat  and  Cattle  Inspectors  were  transferred  from 
the  Nuisance  to  the  Medical  Officer’s  Department,  to  carry  on  their  work  under 
the  supervision  of  Dr.  Hope,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  pleuro  pneumonia  existed  in  1  cowshed,  the  disease 
having  appeared  in  the  latter  part  of  the  previous  year.  At  the  end  of  1886 
there  were  6  cows  remaining  on  the  premises,  5  of  which  became  affected  with 
the  disease  and  were  slaughtered  by  order  of  the  Corporation  ;  1  healthy 
animal  which  had  been  in  contact  with  the  affected  ones  was  slaughtered  by 
order  of  the  owner. 

The  Meat  Inspectors  found  in  the  slaughter-houses  the  carcases  of  2  cows 
which  the  Veterinary  Inspector  certified,  on  examination  of  the  lungs,  to  have 
suffered  from  pleuro  pneumonia.  These  cows  were  brought  to  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  from  Ireland.  The  Privy  Council  was  immediately  informed  of  the 
circumstances. 

Swine  typhoid  was  detected  in  11  pigs  in  the  slaughter-houses,  the  diseased 
animals  having  been  imported  from  Ireland.

CANAL  BOATS. 

The  following  Report  on  the  execution  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  1877  and 
1884,  by  the  Liverpool  Sanitary  Authority  during  the  year  1887,  was  sent  to 
the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  Company  are  proprietors  of  the  only  Canal 
having  direct  communication  wTith  Liverpool,  and  the  length  of  the  waterway 
within  the  City,  exclusive  of  the  locks  which  lead  to  the  Docks,  is  about  three 
miles. 

The  duties  of  measuring  and  inspecting  the  boats  are  discharged  by  Mr. 
Wilson,  Chief  Lodging-house  Inspector,  and  Mr.  Thornthwaite,  Lodging-house 
Inspector.  There  is  no  additional  salary  paid  them  beyond  what  they  receive 
as  Lodging-house  Inspectors. 

The  number  of  visits  and  inspections  of  Canal  Boats  during  the  year  was 
3,159. 

46  Boats  were  found  to  be  used  as  dwellings,  and  not 
registered. 

10  Notices  were  sent  to  the  owners 
5  Informations  were  laid 

9  were  found  without  Certificates  on  board 
2  Notices  were  sent  to  owners 

24  were  found  not  having  registered  number  painted  on  both  sides  of  the 
boat ;  19  Notices  were  sent,  20  abated,  the  remaining  four  not  having- 
been  seen  since  by  the  Inspectors. 

71  were  found  without  proper  accommodation  provided  for  the  separation 
of  the  sexes;  10  Notices  sent  to  owners,  but  only  four  were  altered, 
and  proper  accommodation  made  ;  several  were  found  to  have  discon¬ 
tinued  the  practice  of  carrying  both  sexes.  In  14  cases  the  Inspec¬ 
tors,  on  visiting  the  boats  between  6  and  8  a.m.,  found  the  sexes 
mixed,  and  summoned  the  Masters. 

20  boats  had  defective  ventilation  of  cabins ;  10  Notices  were  sent — all 
abated. 

7  had  defective  ventilation  between  the  bulkheads  ;  7  Notices  were  sent — 
all  abated. 

20  had  defective  second  bulkheads;  18  Notices  were  sent  to  owners— 
all  abated.

24  had  cabins  dirty  and  required  cleaning  ;  5  Notices  were  sent  to  owners 
and  verbal  notices  to  masters — all  abated.

Informations  were  laid  in  26  cases,  and  in  every  instance  fines  were 
inflicted,  varying  from  Is.  and  Is.  costs  to  5s.  and  4s.  6d.  costs. 

A  death  from  Measles  occurred  on  the  boat  “Four  Brothers,”  No.  391. 
The  boat  was  disinfected  and  cleansed  by  the  master  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Sanitary  Authority. 

There  was  also  a  case  of  Measles  on  the  boat  “  Ellen, ”  No.  431.  The  boat 
and  bedding  were  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  cleaned  down  by 
the  master. 

Thirty-one  Notices  were  sent  to  the  School  Board  of  children  living  on  Canal 
Boats  and  not  attending  any  school. 

The  number  of  boats  on  the  register  is  419,  of  which  111  have  been  re¬ 
registered,  viz.  : — 5  in  1884,  60  in  1885,  21  in  1886,  and  25  in  1887. 

During  the  year  1887  nineteen  new  boats  were  registered,  and  twenty-five 
were  re-registered  on  account  of  change  of  owner. 

There  was  a  change  of  masters  in  fifty-one  boats,  and  the  necessary  record 
made  on  the  register. 


MORTUARIES. 

During  the  year  30  bodies  were,  by  order  of  the  Justices  on  the  certificate 
of  the  Medical  Officer,  removed  to  the  Mortuaries  provided  by  the  Council 
under  Section  142  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.

Of  the  patients  removed  to  Hospital  the  following  were  conveyed  by  the 
Sanitary  Officers : — -398  cases  of  Fever,  409  cases  of  Scarlatina,  23  cases  of 
Small  Pox,  57  cases  of  Measles,  10  cases  of  Diphtheria,  2  cases  of  Chicken 
Pox,  and  5  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  making  a  total  of  904  persons.  181 
were  taken  to  Netherfield  Road  Hospital,  611  to  the  Parish  Workhouse 
Hospital,  and  112  to  the  City  Hospital,  Park  Hill. 

In  accordance  with  the  arrangements  made  with  the  School  Board,  3,150 
post  cards  were  sent  to  the  Head  Masters  of  the  various  schools,  informing 
them  that  children  from  infected  houses  attended  their  schools.  Similar 
information  was  sent  to  the  School  Board. 

DISINFECTION  OF  HOUSES. 

In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  the  houses  were  disinfected,  free  of  cost, 
with  sulphurous  gas,  by  Officers  appointed  by  the  Health  Committee,  but 
whenever  there  was  sickness  in  any  room  of  the  house,  so  as  to  endanger 
health  by  the  use  of  sulphurous  gas,  carbolic  acid  powder  was  freely  sprinkled 
in  the  rooms  and  passages  of  the  house  until  the  sulphurous  gas  could  be  used 
safely.  No  house  is  considered  properly  disinfected  until  sulphurous  gas  has 
been  used.  The  existence  of  sickness,  and  the  consequent  employment  of  car¬ 
bolic  acid  powder,  necessitate  many  visits  by  the  persons  in  charge  of  dis¬ 
infection.  There  were  in  all  6,062  visits  paid  during  the  year  to  houses  for 
the  purpose  of  disinfection,  the  number  of  houses  properly  disinfected  being 
2,299,

SCAVENGING  OPERATIONS. 

The  following  tables  have  been  kindly  supplied  by  the  Veterinary  Super¬ 
intendent,  Mr.  Richard  S.  Reynolds,  M.R.C.V.S.,  who  has  charge  of  the 
scavenging  staff,  and  under  whose  superintendence  the  work  has  been  well 
performed. 

There  are  two  methods  in  operation  for  the  removal  of  ashes  and  refuse, 
viz.,  the  daily  bell  cart  system,  and  the  periodical  emptying  of  ashpits  and 
middens. 

By  the  first  method,  16,906  loads  were  removed  by  15  bell  carts,  as  set 
out  in  table  3. 

By  the  latter  system  69,552  loads  of  dry  ashpit  refuse  were  removed  in 
the  day  time  by  57  carts  and  wagons,  and  5,430  loads  of  nightsoil  and  ashes 
removed  during  the  night  by  4  carts  (see  tables  1  and  2).  It  will  thus  be 
seen  that  the  storing  up  of  decaying  and  offensive  matter  in  close  proxi¬ 
mity  to  the  homes  of  the  people  is  still  largely  adopted,  and  for  the  sake  of 
public  health  some  plan  should  be  speedily  adopted  for  the  rapid  removal 
of  all  refuse,  and  not  to  permit  such  offensive  matters  to  accumulate  in  pits 
for  three  or  four  months  before  it  is  carted  away.
